of Whiteface mountain the upper 
Adirondacks. 


What Amendment Provides 


The proposed amendment would 


permit the state to construct and 
maintain: 


1—"Not more than 20 miles of 


ski trails 30 to 80 feet wide, to- 
gether with appurtenances there- 
to" on the 'slopes of Belleayre 
mountain in--Ulster and' Delaware 
counties in-the Catskill forest pre- 
serve. 


2—Not more than 30 miles of 


similar facilities.cn the "slopes of 
Gore, South and Pete Gay moun- 
tains in Warren county in the 
Adirondack forest preserve.

INTIMIDATION OF THE COURTS 


It has come to me that the Communists and 


their Left Wing sympathizers and associates plan 
to intimidate the counts by overwhelming1 them 
with contempt procedures. 
After .all, if 500 or 


1,000 people are brought into the courts on con- 
tempt charges for refusal to testify before Con- 
gressional Committees or" before Administrative 
Agencies of government, the courts might find 
themselves handicapped. It is like • blocking the 
telephone lines during a strike so that only a busy 
signal comes when the particular office is called. 


Already some" 18 or 19 such cases have been 


brought into the courts within a short period, prln- 
cially for refusing to testify before the Thomas 
Committee on the . grounds 
that 
the 
Com- 


mittee is improperly constituted because Repre- 
sentative Rankin was improperly ' elected. The. 
lawyers who bring these cases 'know that the 
law is against them, that only the Congress can de- 


j cide who shall constitute its membership, that the 
Congress has already decided that Representative 
Runkin was duly elected and he has been sworn In 
and seated and that, for all practical purposes, that 
closes the matter. They bring the issue only to clog 
the procedure. 
. 
' 


At the present time, there is speculation as to 


whether the actors, screen-writers, directors, etc., 
who are accused of being Communists, will testify 
or will permit themselves to be held in contempt. 
In 'the latter event, 79 persons will have to appear 
before the courts, will probably be given a year for 
contempt, will appeal and will hope that two years 
might pass before the appeal is heard. 
No question of freedom of speech, or thought, or 


expression is involved in this investigation. Con- 
gress has a constitutional right to investigate such 
questions as involve- the welfare- of the United 
States. A Congressional Committee Is not a court 
of law and no man can be declared guilty of any- 
thing by a Congressional Committee. ' 


I once had an experience with such a commit- 
tee, presided over by Senator LaFollette. I never 
testified before that committee nor was I asked to. 
Statements were made concerning me which were 
untrue or half-true and which Communists, their 
allies and others have used for years against me. 
I have paid little attention to all this because were 
I guilty of any crime, the law would have proceeded 
against me. As no crime was committed, the ugli- 
ness is a matter of implication and assumption, 


These alleged Communists or those accused or 


denounced as Communists are in precisely that po- 
sition. If they have committed no felonies or mis- 
demeanors, they have nothing to fear. If, on the 
other hand, they have acted as a Fifth Column 'for 
an alien power, no propagandists - activity about 
freedom of speech or freedom o£. thought will help 
them. Even If they refuse to testify, it will avail 
them little because this, as every other country, 
must protect itself against treaspn from- within. 
All these man and women or none of them may be 
guilty—it is better to know. 


Incidentally, I received the following notice: . 
"Your attention is called to the recent decision 


of the New York State Court of Appeals. 


•"This decision held that it is libelous to.falsely, 


call any person a/Communist, The decision even 
goes' so far as to make it libelous to falsely refer 
to a person as a Communist sympathizer, Cornmu- 
mstically inclined, or any such designation. 


"Such, or any similar statements should not be 


made against any person, corporation, or institu- 
tion unless they are provably true, 
< 


"Of course, the press may publish such accuia- 
tions with complete immunity when making a fair 
and true report of any judicial, legislative • or any 
public and official proceeding." 


This refers to an unrealistic decision by Judge 
.Stanley Fuld of the above mentioned court who may 
'have a leg to stand on In the law-but. none in com- 
mon-sense and the course of events. Does not 
Judge Fuld know. (I suppose he does not) that 
many of the most active persons in the field of 
Communism iri this country deny their affiliations? 
But. Judge or no judge, we shall find a word to pro- 
tect America from treachery as well as stupidity,

Ulster Palsy Unit 
To Be Formed; Is 
Discussed Locally 


Initial steps have been taken 


toward the formation of an Ulster 
County Cerebral Palsy organiza- 
tion at a meeting of county' resi- 
dents interested in the problem 
at the home of Rabbi Herbert I. 
Bloom, Thursday. The program of 
similar organizations in the Al- 
bany area was described by Mrs. 
Anne Scarborough, Coxsackie, and 
Mrs. John Bagley 'of Catskill. 


Present at the meeting were 


several parents of local children 
afflicted with cerebral palsy, Doc- 
tors Henry L. Bibby, Herbert B. 
Johnson, George James and Mrs. 
Ruth 
L. 
Wilkinson, 
orthopedic 


supervising nurse. A slate of tem- 
porary officers was elected in- 
cluding Rabbi Bloom, chairman; 
Mrs. George Clark, vice presi- 
dent; Mrs. Catherine Coughlin, 
secretary, and Mrs. Helen Mann, 
treasurer. 


At the session it was brought 


out that there are at least 27 
known cases of cerebral palsy re- 
siding in Ulster County. . These 
children present a difficult prob- 
lem in treatment and education 
and there are only limited facili- 
ties provided by the State .leav- 
ing .many problems.: .to ,be solved 
by local organizations interested 
in this work. Many such local .or- 
ganizations 
have 
already 
been 


formed in this state, Mrs. Bagley 
stated. 


Mrs. Scarborough, in describing 


the program of the Albany asso- 
ciation, mentioned the need for a 
treatment 
c e n t e r 'staffed by 


trained orthopedists, pediatricians 
and physiotherapists. In addition, 
special educational facilities have 
been provided, including, experts 
m speech training, occupational 
therapy and specially trained aca- 
demic teachers. 


Cooperation has been afforded 
these local cerebral palsy organi- 
zations by the National Society 
for Crippled Children, whose fund 
raising campaign has taken th° 
form of an Easter seal sale.

Cerebral palsy,, popularly called 


spastic paralysis, is a condition in 
which muscular 
control is im- 


paired or lost. The disability may 
be severe or very mild. Many 
muscles or groups of muscles may 


be affected, or only a few. The 
lack of control may be in the 
arms, legs, tongue, speech mechan- 
ism, eyes or it may aflect hearing. 
• Many cases of ceiebral palsy 
are caused by injury 1o the brain 
during birth, or by faulty devel- 
opment of the brain. Injury or dis-- 
ease during the first five years of 
life may also produce the condi- 
tion. ';Such diseases as encephali- 
tis or meningitis may result in 
cerebral, palsy by producing scar 
tissue -in the brain. 


Treatment consists in retraining 


the patient in the use and control 
of affected muscles; and in pro- 
viding the special types of educa- 
tion needed. Each case required 
intensive diagnostic investigation 
which will disclose tbo extent of 
the disability, the muscles af- 
fected, and the mcntil capacity 
of the patient.

Harrisburg, Pa., Oct. 27 OP>— 


Governor James H. Duff's ban on 
hunting went into effect at mid- 
night and remains in force until 
enough rain falls to saturate the 
tirider-dry forests of the state, 
made arid by a drouth that has 
lasted for 21 days.

Lesson Hands,) 


With the increased interest in 


tournament' bridge, this coming 
winter undoubtedly will be the 
biggest in the history of contract. 
In my travels I am impressed by 
the number of good bridge players 
both in the United States and in 
Canada. 
I am devoting this week's arti- 


cles to pointers which will give 
you a better understanding o£ the 
game, and every Thursday from 
now-on I will give you a hand 
which I believe will Improve your 
bridge. 
First of all let us study the bid- 


ding of today's hand. Some play- 
ers might pass the South hand. 
However, most tournament play- 
ers will open the bidding with 
one spade. When North bids two 
diamonds, 
South wiJl bid two 


spades, and North then will take 
the hand to four spades. 


If South does pass on the first 
round and North opens up the 
bidding with one diamond, South 
should bid two spades, not one, 
in order to tell his partner that he 
practically had an opening bid. 
Four spades is the normal contract 
to arrive at, evep though it can 
be defeated. 


West is confronted with a prob- 


lem on the opening. lead. Natu- 
rally he does not want to lead - 
away from an ace-queen. North 
bid two diamonds, so it will cost 
him a trick to lead that suit. 
Therefore. the selection of the 
doubleton club is a wise one. 


Should East win the first club 


trick? He should not. The lead' 
of the eight of clubs indicates a 
singleton or doubJeton, and East 
should play to defeat the contract 
in case West has a doubleton, 
Declarer wins the first club 
trick, and you can see his predica- 
ment. He could take three rounds 
of trumps, but he would then lose" 
three hearts and the ace of clubs. 
His only chance is to lead a heart, 
hoping to ruff one. But West win* 
this trick and plays the six of 
clubs, which East wins with the. 
.nee. A club, is returned, West 
trumps and cashes the other heart 
trick, defeating the contract.
